i . England by K. Henry the Eighth, Anno Dem. 1538. Nevertheleſs, ſome grave and ſober 


per ſons, even of the Roman Cburch, do, not without cauſe, ſuſpe&, that ther heady and 


raſh ARtivity may in time contribute to the averthrow -of that Religion, which they 
would ſeem ftrenuouſly to-maintain.z and we do reaſonably hepegthat the violent Hu- 
mcur of that ſort of me:2 may prove like the over-oitcious Duty of that Servant, who 
pretending to }itt. his Maſter up to.Ho:le, threw him over on the other fide. 

But co return to Me. Fenjſon : He, as ] have faid, being educated in the pronciples of 
the Remiſh Religion,continued cor ſtat in hisadheſion thereunto; till about the month 
of January laft paſt. The chief occafion of his Converſion wasgthe confidentAſleveration of 
Mr. Irdzd,(who was his Kinſmen)both 3t his Tryal and Execution,concerning his bein 


inStef.rcſire at the ſame time, when he knew him to be in Londowganddiſcourſed him 


therez upon which, he entertained ſuch thoughts in himſelf, that a Religzon allowing 
ſ\uch palpable untruths, in the very Article of death, muſt needs be ill-grounded, be» 
les che Counterance and encouragement It gave to the ſlzzghter and afi:ſfination of 
Princes; in order to which, he had been ramper'd with by the Feſuitical party. Theſe 
things did firſt ſhake his ſtedfaſtne(s in that Profeſſion, before ever he bad will or incli- 
pation to read any any Proteffart Books z though fince he hath been further confirmed 
In the truth of the reformed Religzon, by peruſing ſome Writers, eſpecially the Biſh 

cf Lincolns Bock, entituled, Popery, Or the principles and poſitions, approved by the Churc 

(Rome, (where really believed and praiſed) are very dangerous to all, Exc, Wherein he 
Goth evidently prove thoſe «(&{&DodGrines to be maintained by the Charch of Rome , 
which Mr. 7cn'ſin ſuppoſed to have been injuciouſly charged upon zz before. Yet when 
he was in the Communton of the Roman C hburch, he had always a ſecret averſion to thoſe 


King-k:Ding maxims , which bis Couſin Treland ard other Feſuits would have inftil- 


Jed into him, Bence-it was, that they communicated their principles and purpoſes 
to him , bur gradvally and guitatim, allowing him time tO ruminate upon, and dis- 
ceſt ce principle, before they attempted to infule az7ther. And the conſideration of 
thoſe Princip!e*,and his convigion of the evils of them,hath-proved,by Gods bleſliag, 
contrary to their expe&ation, a ftrong inducement to the diſcovery of cheir vile ma- 
chinations and .pratices. If any ſhall obje&, that the mateers contained here in this 
enſuing Narrative, are but Cr ambe bis cots, or a repetition of what was diſcovered be- 
fore; Let ſuch know, that the diſcloſing the Four Ruffians, who were deſigned to do 
ſo black a deed, is wholly due to Mr. Feniſens Informations mentioned herein For 
though other Evidence: have-concurred in the number of Four, and in their Deſigna- 
rion to that bloody Fa@; yet who they were, none bath nominated, but himſelf : A 
circumſtance of that moment,that much of the Cred:bility of the wholeCon'piracydoth 
depend thereupon. Beſides, one and the ſame ſubje& may be cultivated by ſeveral]

_ cernofthe thing it ſelf did much amaze megfor great expeFances of extraordinary events 
(as well as deep ſorrows ) do rather tie than wnlooſe the Tongue, partly alſo, becauſe a 
Brotber, a Couzen German, and ſeveral other of my intimate Friends and Acquain- 
rance, all of the Romasx Communion, being. deeply ingaged therein, I was willing fo far 
to confule their ſafety, as not to be influential to their prejudice, by any a& of mine : 
To which I ſhall add the concern of my Religion it ſelf (then judged by me to be the- 
beft ) which 1 knew would undergoan urdeleble blot of Scandal and Reproach in cafe 
any diſcovery were made. of theſe horrid aRtings by its Profeſſors, beſides the ftain and 
infamy ic would affix on my ſelf, and Family (which had hitherto lived in good repute) 
in caſe we had been found conſciow thereunco. But the main cf the P'ot having been 
diſcovered by others, I cameto be further inftrumental in the clearing of many parti- 
exlarr, relating thereunto, upon the following occation ; Robert Bowes of Gays In 
Eſquire, Son to Sir Francis Bowes, was my Country-man-and Neighbour, betwixt whom 
and my felf there had interceded ſeveral offices of ſtci& Friendſhip, and not unfrequent 
intercourſes by Letters; he, the ſaid Mre Bowes wrote me one Letter, (being then re-

. Huainted me, that it would be an acceptable Service ro: King and Countrey, if | woukl 
caſt in my wite towards the compleating that diſc very 3 for he did pref: me, chat upon 
the account of my ftrineſs in that Re'igion, ad myFquaintance with, ani in: erel(t 
In,many of the Feclefiafticks of the Roman Church eſpecigiſþ.in my Kinſman Mr. William 
Ireland, who was a principal man among them, I miltfieeds have a more than ordi- 
nary knowledge of their Deligns : and befidez, by declaring what I knew, 1 might 

- provide for my own Indempnity, it being a Rule in the Law, that there are no 4c- 
ceſſaries in. Treaſon, but the conſcious as well as the Adore are all lyable to the fame - 
puniſhment Being thus ſtrongly aſſaulted by my Friend, 1 yielded to his import vn 
ty, reſolving nevertheleſs, ſo to poizs my ſelf in my diſcovery, as to fave my wn (t:he, 
and yet not much to endanger any of my Friends, Hereupon 1 wrote that Letrer to 
Mr..Bowes (in anſwer to his) dated from Reading, December 19 1678. which hath al- 
ready been publiſhed in Print, wherein I did fo labour to vail and palliate. the Trav, , 
that doubtful expreſſions might be taken in the moſt favow2ble ſenſe, and that ic

I Cannot deny, but that all the while I was engaged in the Profeſion of the Religion

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Couren Trelsrds being in London, and there diſconrſed by me, were therein clearly and 
poſitively aſſerted (according to Truth) yer upon the firſt reſuming chat matter in 
diſcourſe betwixt Sir Michael Wharton, Mr, B.wes and my ſelf, aſter Jrelands Tryal, I 
was ſo ftartled, that I was in effe&t willing to recede therefrom, rather than caſt a Note 
and imputation of falſhood on ſach a known Father of that Church; but that my own 
Hand and 1 etter to Mir. Bowes would then have witneſſed againſt m2, and my conſcience 
al'o have flown in my face, for denying an evident Tructhz And my ftrong Aſſtzeras 
ti-975, mentioned in that Letter, w! erein ] ſeem peremptory and concluſive of my ſelf, 
nnder high prot: ſtat 2-225, as tO any further. kn»wledge in thoſe matters, do ftand on the 
ſame foot; ſor at that time, not being ſhaken in the principles ofthe Rom'ſ Religion, 
1 did count it my duty to conſult for che Honogr of it, by concealing the guilt of its 
Profeſſors. Befides, my Crnverſatien having been moſt among the Seeulars, I had not 
ſich DoAines infuſed into me, as the deprſing or murdering of Kings ; and, what cone 


'rtraty frinciples theſe Jeſuits, with whom 1 ſometimes converſed, laboured to inſti

Laſi'y, As the Reader vpon due conlideration of the aforcfaid Letters will find, that 
they do al! agree in the detign to oblige me, againſt the dictates of my own Reaſon 
and Confcicnce to retrz& what I had ſaid, and to ſuppreſs what farther I had to lay, 
(though the Diſcovery might be of great importance to the Safety of the Kings Perſon,
